Victoria. B. C., April IS.—Advices 


from Tokio report the conclusion of 
the 27th session of the Japanese diet, 
after a crisis which weakened the po- 
sition of Marquis Saionji's cabinet. 
The budget for 1907-S, reaching the 
unprecedented 
sum of 
$305,000,000, 


was passed without amendment by 
the house of representatives and peers 
struck out only the item for Hokhaido 
public works. 
A compromise as to 


the revised criminal code was report- 
ed at a conference of the two houses. 
The crisis resulted from the introduc- 
tion of a ministerial bill for abolition 
of the country autonomy. 
The bill 


passed the lower house by a narrow 
margin, but was rejected by the peers, 
thus shaking tho position of the cabi- 
net. 


The Tokio government was also em- 


barrassed by agitations 
started by 


Japanese residents in the United 
States against the proposed immigra- 
tion treaty. The Tokio foreign office 
declares it considers the treaty un- 
necessary. 
The federal government 


has taken no steps in the matter. 
1 Rumored negotiations for the con- 
clusion of an alliance between Japan 
and Russia are denied by the Tokio 
foreign office.

Rome, April 18.—A public consis- 


tory took place at the Vatican today 
with great ceremony. This being the 
season in which Rome 
is crowded 


with tourists, the demand for tickets 
was extraordinary. At an early hour 
all the streets leading to St. Peter's 
were black with people, hurrying to 
get good places at the Vatican and 
soon the hall of beatifications and 
the corridors through which the papal 
procession passed, were crowded with 
priests, monlce, laymen and ladles in 
black veils, while the tribunes erected 
for the occasion contained the family 
of the pope, the Roman aristocracy 
and the members of the diplomatic 
corps. 


The procession accompanying the 


pope was long and interesting, being 
composed of many notable personages. 
The Swiss guard headed the proces- 
sion and the noble guard surrounded 
the person of the pontiff, who was 
dressed in white.

by the cardinals in full red robes, and 
followed by the

also a great day for William Jennings 
Bryan. Mr. Bryan got no decoration, 
but he receiver! a tribute which to the 
peorlps? oiic may havo been sweeter 
than any cross. 


Bryan's Hour of Triumph. 


The anonymous intelligence which 


has been engineering the three days' 
session of the peace congress bloomed 
best yesterday when William Jennings 
Bryan was chosen to make the final 
speech of the session, which put the 
capstone on the monument of oratory 
whicli has been reared with great ef- 
fort through. the progress of the nine 
sessions ot that body. 
At the final 


official session of the ppace devotees 
in Carnegie hall yesterday afternoon 
Mr. Uryan brought the entire audience 
to its feet and swept .every person in 
the great, hall into a clamorous pledge 
for peace on earth and good will to- 
ward men.

Carnegie's Direct Retort to the Roosevelt 


Objections. 


New York. April 1!!.—Andrew Carnegie, 


president of the peace conference, issued 
L statement Inst night in answer to the 
itter which President Roosevelt address- 


ed to the con^r^ss on the opening day. 
The stalenient'm:ide by the president Mr. 
Carnegie quoted as "objections." and an- 
swered them as follows: 
First Objection—Nations cannot 
sub- 


mit, all questions t'i arbitration. 


Answer—Six 
of them 
recently have 


done so by treaty—Denmark and 
th1.1 


Netherlands. Chile, and Argentina. Nor- 
way and Sweden. 
So much for 
the 


claims that nations csnnot submit al 
questions. They have done it. 
Second Objection—Justice is higher than 


peace. 


Answer—The first principle of natura 
justice forbids men to be judges when 
t.hev are parlies to the issue. 
All law 
rests upon this throughout, the civilized 
world. Were a judge known to git upon 
a rase in whi^h he was secretly inter 
estcd, li« would be dishonored and 
pelled from his high office. 
If any indi 


vidual refused to submit his dispute with 
a neighbor to disinterested parties (arbi- 
trators or judges) and insisted upon beinn 
his. own judge, he would violate the first 
principles of justice. 
If he resorted to 
fore" in defense .if his riphts to judpo. 
he would be dishonored as a breaker of 
the law. Thus peace with justice Is se- 
cured through arbitration, either by court 
or by tribunal, nevr by on" of the par- 
ties "slttlnr: as judee in hfs bwn cause. 
Nations being only aggregates of indi- 
viduals, they will not reach justice In 
th*lr judgments until the same rule holds 
Rood, viz.: that they, like individuals, 
shall not sit. PS judces in their own cause. 
What is unjust for Individuals i? unjust 
for nations, .lustier i?'justice, unchange- 
able, and should hoicl universal sway over 
all men and over nil nations.

Cleveland, April 18.—Btirtis McCon- 


olot; is coining money out of a cat 
farm. 
Owning some 
barren land 


along the shores of thr lake, Mr. Con- 
olog erected a few buildings and stock- 
ed the place with white cats, his ob- 
ject being to palm off the skins of the 
kittens as ermine.

Judge Sol A. Wood, referee in bank- 


duptcy, is sending out notices to cred- 
itors of A. J. Rossbaeher, a Kendall- 
ville bankrupt, advising them that the 
payment of tho final dividend in the 
bankruptcy estate will be postponed 
until June 4.
